In proposings the abolition of the ‘Duty on 
the Export of Bold,” thé Administrator, of the 
Government phys most graceful deference to 
public opinion, and earns for himself the esteem 
of a large clags of our producers, In: saying 
that he is a8 fay convineed as ever of the just- 
ice and equity $f the Tax, he expresses not only 
our own view; but those of the most clear- 
sighted and disinterested politicians of the time, 
and when he regognizes ‘‘the parahount duty of 
the Executive to catry out, as faras possible, 
the well understood wishes of the community,” he 
enunciates a principle which will go very far to 
reconcile the Colonists to the present’ form of 
Government—s long? at least, as its adininistra- 
tion is in the hands of a liberal and enlightened 
statesman.

However much we might regret a step which 
would have the appearance of being retrogres- 
sive, we must.admit that, in view of the various 
demands upon the revenue of the current. year, 
| it will be proper for the Legislature to consider 
| whether, under all the circumstances, a bi-weck- 
ly mail service to Cariboo would be justified, ‘es- 
pecially in view of the necessity which exists for 
providing direct steam commanication with San 
Francisco, and the importance of which we are
